The Crowd. 

Even the deterrent weather had little effect 
upon the joyous young bands of pleasure- 
seekers who formed the cargo of every car 
converging toward the Fair Grounds this morn- 
ing. Beginning at 8. o'clock a 
steady stream of school children 
poured continuously into the grounds almost 
without intermission urtil nearly noon. Cer- 
tainly a large percentage of the youth of St. 
Louis was on hand, attended by aconsiderable 
number of children of a larger growth, who 
had come, liké grown people go to a circus, 
entirely to please the younger ones. The 
roads in the grounds are badly 
out of condition. The black loam has been 
churned into athick mush aboutof the con- 
sistency ot thick pea soup. Consequently pas- 
sage can only be effected at the stepping- 
stones, and at each of these places little knots 
of transplanted Fourth street statues gather to 
observe the terrestrial transits of Venus. 
The ordeal ot getting across the 
muddy road must be a very trying 
one to those fair ones who can not read their 
citle clear to well ordered hose or well con- 
toured ankles, but most of the girls trip across 
sublimely indifferent to the admiration in 
the eye of the beholder. It is avery pretty 
sight to see a very pretty girl come to one of 


those crossingsin the muddy roae. First the 
skirt is delicately kilted in the _ right 
hand, while the left holds a job lot 


of feminine appurtenances; then a shining lit- 
tle black kid boot goes on an exploring expe- 
dition to the first dry place, the briefest pos- 
sible flash of crimson accentuates thetop of 
the boot, and the process is repeated with the 
other foot, and so on and so on until the little 
lady is safely over, when the skirts are 
shaken and wiggled into shape and the damsel 
flits out of the public eye to be supplanted 
again and again by the wading visitants. This 
being children’s day, of course one has to 
look forthe crowd about the animal cages, 
where the boys may be found in a deep fringe 
like flies around a lake of beeronabar. One 
touch of nature seems to make the boy and 
the monkey kin, and one can see the relation- 
ship plainly by watching the group around 
the ‘Simian headquarters. One little 
philosopher this morning turned to a comrade 
and gravely remarked, ‘‘Durnedif they ain’t 
monkeyin’ all the time.’’

The Art Hall. 
The displav inthe Art Hall this year is fuily 
up tothe standard of former years. There are 
some very good paintings and some amazingly 
poor ones, while the majority belong neither 
to the one class northe other, but are to be 
ranked as pleasingly mediocre. The chief dis- 
play is in the east room, around the 
walls of which quite an array of canvases has 
been spread. The gemof thecollection is a 
picture called the Rosebud, painted by Coom- 
ans. Itis simply a lovely girl holding a maid- 
en’s-blush rose to her lips. Her face is divine- 
lv blonde, and one bare shoulder where the 
drapery has slipped away is dazzling in its 
beauty. The whole effect is one not soon 
to betorgotten, and while there are more am.- 
bitious and intrinsically more artistic Ccan- 
vases inthe collection, thisis the one which 
will catch the popular eye. Moran’s Ponce 
de Leon in Florida is again exhibited with its 


group of Spanish soldiers framed 
in the dark, marshy scenery 
of the everglades. So much 


has been written about this picture before that 
itis useless to say more aboutit now. Geo. 
L.N. Brown’s ‘‘Giagara’’ is also shown. Itis 
no doubta wonderful piece of work, but one 
must have had an art education to appreciate 
it properly, and consequently it is safe to pre’ 
dict that the mass of the people. will 
think little of the wonderful mysterious 
roll of the water just before it takes the plunge 
into the hidden abvss. The story of St. Sebas- 
tian is well told in oil by Stephen Parker. The 
dead saint, whose story is one of the vrightest 
romancesin the martyrology, is dying in the 
arms of his friends, the cruel arrow wounds 
being evident all over his person. At his feet 
— lady kneels whose life was bound up with

Ilaynette’s ‘‘At the Grandparents’’ isapretty 
jittle genre group in which a real live bov is 
enjoying the good cheer always to be found 
with the old folks. Perrault’s ‘‘Maternal Affec- 
tion’ ’4is a pretty group of mother and babe,in 
which the pose andthe flesh tints are some- 
thing to dream about. ‘*‘The Beach 
at Granville. France,’’ by De Haas, 
is Ht fine bit of marine puinting. 
The shore line isdotted with sails,which stand 
inand outof the shadow of the headland. 
Harry Chase has also a very good marine 
view, ‘‘A Nantucket Packet Crossing the 
Shoals.’’ The watercolors are pretty as a rule, 
without being too pretty. The ‘‘Evening 
Star,’’ by Victor Pollet, is a clumsy, nude fe 
male, whose hundred and fitty pounds of solid 
and rather scrofulous-looking fiesh 
isisupposed to be floating through space. She 
bears a crescent upon her head and she would 
certainly look less uncomfortable and out of 
piace if she also had on a polonaise. Among 
the oil paintings ‘‘Going to the Ball’’ by Egus- 
quiza, is probably the worst. The lady has the 
face and color of a ripe corpse, and she is dis- 
posed upon ae Chair in an attitude 
certainly productive of cramps if continued 
long enough. 

THE PHOTOGRAPHIC EXHIBIT 

is not yet complete. Guerin, however, hasa 
tair selection. The hall occupied by the pho- 
tographersis the one formerly used by the 
cotton exhibitors, and consequently 
justice is hardly donethe show. The room is 
badly lighted, anditis said some of the best 
photographers in the city have declined to 
avail themselves of the space allotted to them. 


Textile Hall. 

Textile Hallis utterly unready for exnibi- 
tion. inthe front the well-known case of wigs, 
which bas never been moved from the grounds 
since 1559, braves the breezes; but beyond that 
there is not enough display to entitle the 
place to. mention. Three or four pieces of 
needle work ornamet the walls and the balance 
of the space is filled up with blank spaces and 
xoods boxes. The public will not be admitted 
until late inthe afternoon. Thebackwardness 
of the Textile Department is in no way eharge- 
able to Col. - G, Prather, the director, 
but to the abominable weather, the owners of 
nne needlework heing afraid to trust their 
property to the risk of coming to the grounds 
inthe rain. Itis hoped that by to-morrow 
evening the hall will be abreast of the balance 
of the Fair.

Ireland. 
Lonpon, October 3.—The Land League in

PARNELL’S RECEPTION. 

LONDON, October 3.—A dispatch from Cork 
says: The great success of the day’s proceed- 
ings hereon Sunday, on the occasion of a 
public receptien of Parnell, wasthe splendid 
display made by the trades. A phatanx of 
horsemen, called the Parnell Guards, brought 
up the rear of the procession, which was near- 


ly two miles long. In some streets

of the West. Redpath said, ‘‘America is 
watching with interest the heroic struggle for 
a free fatherland.’’ Parnell, speaking at a 
banquet, said that T. P. O’Connor was leaving 
for America next week, and he was glad of to- 
day’s demonstration, as O'Connor could 
report to the people of America that there 
was no lack of spirit in Ireland. 

-ANTI-LEAGUE. 

At a meeting near Balting Lass, County 
Wicklow, forthe purpose of establishing an 
organization for the protection of farmers and 
others who have incurred the displeasure 
of the Land League, Walter Hume Long, M. 
P., and a number of farmers being present, it 
was resolved to establish an association to 
protect boycotted persons, and that special 
attention should be paid to Catholic farmers 
desiring to resist the dictation of the League.

Ceremonies of the Laying of the Corner-

On: the morning of the 
6th,Col. Butier’scommand will marchfrom the 
Four Courts out Twelfth streetto Washington 
avenue, down the avenue to Fourth street, and 
there be joined bv the Citi- 
zens’ division ot the procession. 
From Washington avenue ard Fourth street 
the procession will move to Walnut, on Fifth 
to Washington avenne and up Washington 
avenue tothe St. Louis Club-house. Thecon- 
tributors to the new Armory fund will assem- 


ble atthe St. Louis Club at 9 a. m.. and 
move thence to the corner of Eight 
eenth and Pine streets. At this point 


seats have been put up by Mr. W. T. Hopkins, 
capable of accommodating nearly 3,000 peo- 
ple, and their tree use has been kindly tenuer- 
cd the committee fer this occasion. Arriving 


upon the ground, praver will be of- 
tered by Rev. Dr. Betts, after which 
Gerard Bb.

The October Grand Jury Selscted 
and Sworn In.

Judge Laughlin’s Instructions to Make 
‘Haste With the Work. 


To-day, the first day of the law year, which 
ends about the middle of next July, the grand 
jury for the October term of the Criminal Court 
was empaneled,charged,and began the work of 
the session. For the present term the follow 
ing gentlemen compose that body: Thomas 


Dimmock, foreman. Ed Quinlivan, F. xX. 
Barada, Louis Hake, Jr., Albert 5. 
Aloe, Socrates Newman, H. Stagg, 
David Rotan, Jos. F. Imbs, Isidor Busch, tu. 
S. Brotherton and J. H. Schneeberger. When 
the jury wassworn Juge Laughlin delivered 
an oralinstruction. ‘‘Your session,’’ said 
the Judge, ** will necessarily be brief, for the 
present term is the briefest term of the court, 

eginning on tke first Mon@ay of October, and 
ending before the first Monday of next month, 
This, of necessity, makes your session 
ehurt. Tnis is untortunately trne, 
but it is important that you 
should know it. It is always the case that 
during the vacation, which extends over a 
period ‘of vinety days during the summer 
months, the prisons are filled up with persons 
charged with crime. The dockets are filied 
and work for the grand jury increases. Dur- 
ing last #:1mmer the rapidity with which the 
work has increased has been something near- 
ly startling. For the purpose of 
relieving you a special grand jury 
was - empaneled and adiourned 
last Friday, having disposed of a number of 
cases that would have fallento yourlot. The 
dockets are crowded with business which will 
monoyolize your attention to the exclusion of 
outside investigations. Dispose of this docket 
first, for the reasonthatthe great majority of 
persons charged areconfined. A failure on 
your part to act in these cases entitles the 
prisoner to his discharge and is 
tautumount to ignoring the charge altogether. 
§t hes in your power to blast the good name 
of anycitizen, and there is nothing which the 
law regards with so much concern as the good 
name of acitizen. Nowin investigating che 
matters brought before you do not tuke into 
consideration the good standing:of any man, 
but pve cautious and indict only when con- 
wvinced.’’ -He generally pinstructed the gen- 
tlemen as to their duties and the imperative 
necessity for secrecy. When an indictment is 
found against a felon who has not yet 
been apprehended the investigation should be 
kept a profound secret. No mention was made 
of what business would probably come up out- 
side of the regular routine business. Thespecial 
grand jury bad no time to do anything further 
than dispose ofthe jailcases. At the session 
of the Jast.grand jury the police matters were 
brought up and it was thought permanentiy 
disposed of. Since then many changes have 
been madeim the department, during which 
some of the parties to the fight went out and 
others retuined their positions. The end of 
this matter is not yet. Someot the prime mov- 
ers in the investigations of a few months ago 
have aftidavits and data which will make 
things how! when brought to 
light and place certain parties in = an 
unenviable position. The men in possession 
of these facts have remained quiet for some 
time andit is said will open hostilities bv 
bringing the subject to the consideration ofthe 
apes jury. The session of the present body 

sbrief, andfor this reason action may be 
again postponed, but tbe probability is that 
when the routine workis donethe gentlemen 
will be enlightened on police affairs.
